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Our  End  Sheets:  This  is  part  of  the  John  Flannagan  Reservoir  near  the  junction  of  the  Pound  and  Cranesnest 
Rivers  approximately  six  miles  northeast  of  Clintwood,  Va.  Work  on  the  dam  was  completed  in  1964  as  part 
of  the  Ohio  River  Basin  Flood  Control  Program.  The  dam  site  is  located  approximately  five  miles  from 
Haysi,  Va. , and  about  eleven  miles  from  Clintwood.  The  summer  pool  surface  is  near  1400  feet  above  sea 
level,  covers  somewhere  near  1400  acres  and  its  backwaters  reach  upstream  nearly  fourteen  miles. 

The  entire  area  is  open  to  the  public;  and  facilities  include  boat  docks,  boat  launching  ramps,  tent  and 
trailer  camping  sites,  parking  areas,  vantage  points  and  scenic  overlooks.  An  approved  water  supply  and 
sanitary  facilities  are  also  available. 

To  truly  enjoy  the  mstic  beauty  of  this  little  valley  one  has  only  to  take  a boat  trip  through  the  many 
winding  passage  ways  of  this  secluded  area.  Surely  the  visitor  is  spellbound  by  the  breathtaking  beauty  made 
possible  only  by  a master  creator  through  centuries  of  effort.
